How Should Tree Planting 
Be Done? The Selection 
of Ground for Planting 


It ticesare really worth while, as 
we lirmly believe, then it will pay 
to plant them and care tor them so 
that they will thrive.

ground selected for tree 
planting should, if possible, be 
plowed extra deep aod summer- 


tallowed the year before planting, 
but this is not absolutely essential, 
the ground however should be 
tree from sod or quack grass and 
well prepared, When the trees 
are set, dig large boles and io pro- 
portion to the siz: of the trees. 
Have th2 hole deeper and larger 
than necessary to take in all the 
roots spread out. It is advisable

planting. Use lets of water in 
setting out trees and tramp. the 
soil in very firmly, finishing the 


job by spreading dry earth around 
the tree to prevent evaporation of 
moisture, 

Practically all trees aud shrubs 
except Evergreens should be trim- 
med back about half when set out, 
The nursery always leaves this 
matter of pruning to the person 
planting the trees as there may be 
individual ideas as to the shape ol 
the tree desired. There have been 
hundreds of trees planted in this 
district the last few years with no 
cutting back whatever, which 
greatly increases the chance for loss, 
Since the roots are necessarily cut 
back, half or more in digging up 
the tree, it is only reasonable to 
in like ratio reduce the branches 
that must be filled with sap and 
clothed with leaves. 

Mr. Wm. Pearce tglls me he has 
successfully pruned spruce by cut 
ting back the new shoots to about 
halt and doing this work in August, 
but it is not usual to do any pruning 
beyond removing «a few lower 
branches wheu the trees are trans- 
planted and even this 1s not recom- 
mended because the trees need to 
be kept shaded and damp. 

Our experience has led to the 
belief that all the trees except the 
Evergreens should be set out about 
as soon as the ground is fit in April 
or May. The Evergreens may go 


a little later, although the early 
transplanting is safer. The best 
time especially for Evergreens is 
during a good rainy spell. The 


essential time to plant is before the 
leaves come on the decidous trees 
and before the new sheaves ol 
needles breek out on Evergreens. 
The Canadian Government has a 
large vursery station at lodian 
Head, Sask., which supplies trees 
anc cuttings, free to any farmer in 
the three prairie provinces, but 
requires an application belore the 
tstof March of any 
to be planted in 
spring.

It is important to do all cullivat- 
ing and irrigatirg required by the 
trees betore August ist, so as to 
allow time to mpen up the new 
growth betore heavy frosts, other- 
erwise more winaterkilling 
mayresult, Little or no pruning ts 
necessary in a wind break, but 
shade and ornamental trees may be 
pruned in the winter or early spring 
cutting the limbs close to the trunk 
or branch so that the wound may 
heal’ The willows require consid- 
erable pruning if they are to be 
grown into a tree, as they more 
naturally take to bush form. The 
Luarel leafed Willow, will however, 
make a fine tree if properly pruned 
to shape,
